“No trade union has caused the 
unemployment of women. The 
simple truth is that the substitutes 
are the first to go, and that the 
dilutee woman labour is the first 
to be dispensed with, as we aware 
knew it would be. .

KING}AND oceesine ITNESS 
THE CASTING. 


Westminster Abbey is to have, 
a complete octave of bells as.a 
peace memorial,..and the King, 
Queen, and Princess -Mary“pa d 
a visit to Whitt chapel, recently, 
to see the first.of the bells cast 
at the foundry of Messrs.* Mears 
and Stainback.. Three new bells 
are to be cast.” There ere already 
six in the belfry. but one is weak 
and out of tune. 

The Royal party expressed very 
keen interest both in the casting 
operation and the history of the 
firm, which has had an unbroken 
existence in Whitechapel since 
1570. When the wbell metal had 
been poured into the mould the 
Queen and Princess Mary ex- 
pressed a desire to imitate the 
workmen. Two little moulds 
were, therefore, prepared, into 
which they poured the metal, an 
operation which greatly interest- 
ed and amused the employees 
who had crowded round. ‘ These 
bells will be. presented to the 
Queen and her danghver as 
‘momentoes. 

The King surprised a work- 
men by his knowledge of their 
craft. “He had a long talk with 
Mr. Dunwell. the foreman, who 
has been’ -with the firm over 33 
years, and with Mr. Bert Oliver, 
when. family have hadan un- 
broken connection with the busi- 
ness for well over 100 years. 
Later Mr. Oliver, entertained the 
Royal visitors to a display of 
campanology and at the Queen's 
request he Played “Queen of the 
Earth,” end “ Eileen Alannah.” 

The new bell cast will take the 
place of an early 14th century 
bell, which will be kept in the 
Abbey as a relic. ‘ 

One of, the ‘three pew bells is 
called “Pax.” It is. the King’s 
Peace Bell, and “bears the ‘title, 
“The Lord of Hosts.is with us." 
The second will be called * * Ruth,” 
and will be inscribed, “ There is, 
none other that fighteth | for us.” 
The treble, to be called _* * Faith,” 
will’beer the words “ Thanks be 
to God which Riveth | us. the 
victory." 

Of the six bells in existence at 
the Abbey the second and first 
peals are dated 1583, the third 
and fourth 1743, the fifth 1598, 
and the treble 1738. 4
